For a time, even the Congress 
was brought to grips with reality. 
And this it does not enjoy. It 
much prefers to be partisan, and 
parochial. This is especially true 
of the House. But, while some 
of its members grumbled, they 
could not, for the time at least, 
escape. 


The intellectual honesty of the 
young President, the strength of 
his words, the inescapable truth 
of his conclusions, caused even 
the most frivolous mind to be- 
come thoughtful and aware. How 
long the mood will endure cannot 
be foretold. But for a while, at 
least, the nation’s capital is 
cloaked in somber reality. 


Pastoral Letter 


This address by the President 
is one which should be read aloud 
in family groups. It is, in a sense, 
a secular pastoral letter of faith 
and fact and it will be a great 
pity if every American does not 
read and study it. 


We are entering into what will 
be a long, hot summer of tedious 
testing. We will move into an 
autumn whith, if the summer has 
been wasted, may bring us close 
to war. We have need to know 
ourselves and others about us in 
the world. It has become almost 
trite to say that this is a time 
of great decisions. But it is so. 


The Russians at Vienna were 
enormously confident. It was 
neither cockiness nor arrogance. 
It was the more dangerous con- 
fidence of conviction. The Presi- 
dent told us why. They have 
nuclear arms and vast armies. 
But, they believe events work for 
them. And, as the President said; 
events will assist them unless the 
Western nations can find unity 
and faith to organize and use 
their resources and intelligences. 


It is of interest that Mr. Khru- 
shchev was aware of, and amused 
by, one of the sillier aspects of 
our lives. He observed, with a 
grin, that there were many dis- 
orders in the world and that he 
should not be blamed for all of 
them. 

The President agreed. 


Communism 


“It is easy,” Mr. Kennedy said, 
“to dismiss as Communist- 
inspired every anti-government or 
anti-American riot, every over- 
throw of the corrupt regime or 
every mass protest against mis- 
ery and despair, but these are 
not all Communist-inspired. 


“The Communists move in to 
split them, to infiltrate their 
leadership, to ride their crest to 
victory, but the Communists did 
not create the conditions which 
caused them.” 


This candid analysis is one of 
the bits of our reality abroad and 
at home. Many Southerners are 
sure there is a Communist plot 
in the Negro attempts to vote, to 
get an education and to ride on 
desegregated buses.

Laos Rebels 
Take Vital 
Royal City

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP)—Pro- 
Communist rebels captured Pa- 
dong Wednesday in a full-scale 
assault flouting the cease-fire en- 
dorsed by President John F. Ken- 
nedy and Soviet Premier Nikita 


S. Khrushchev in Vienna, Austria, 
Sunday. 


The royal government garrison, 
hammered by big guns since mid- 
morning Tuesday, finally gave 
way under rebel infantry charges 
about. dawn. 


Regulars and their Meo tribal 
allies fell back seven miles with 
the commander, Lt. Col. Vang 
Pao, toward the Valley of the 
Happy Pig, and prepared hilltop 
defense positions. The retreat was 
described here as in good order. 


Casualties appeared heaviest 
among a forward company that 
bore the brunt of the assault. Of- 
ficial American sources said the 
company suffered 10 dead and 35 
wounded. 


Losses among the rest of the 
garrison—estimated to total 1,000 
men—remained to be determined, 
along with ‘the price paid by the 
rebels for their victory. 


The fall of Padong, a mile-high 
mountain village 20 miles south- 
west of the rebel headquarters at 
Xieng Khouang, marked tis end 
as a symbol of government resist- 
ance to rebel violations of the 
truce proclaimed five weeks ago 
and persistently violated. 


But diplomatic repercussions 
threatened to vex East-West rela- 
tions froa long time.

Despite the firmness of Harri- 
man’s protest to Pushkin, there 
were no indications that the 
United States was prepared to 
withdraw from the conferefce in 


the sense of leaving Geneva. The 
delegation, it was learned, is pre- 
pared to ‘“‘wait it ont’’ until there 


is a cease-fire and fiegotiate with 
the Soviet Union and the Com- 
munist Chinese. 


President John F. Kennedy and 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
agreed in London on Monday that 
the Soviet attitude toward the 
Laos conference. would be con- 
sidered a test of Soviet willing- 
ness for serious negotiation on 
this and other issues. 


A cease-fire in Laos and Soviet 
agreement to instructions to the 
International Control Commission, 
enabling it to verify the armis- 
tice, are regarded by the two 
governments as prerequisities to 
such negotiation. 

GROMYKO EXPECTED 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko will arrive here 
Thursday, Soviet delegation 
sources said. They seemed con- 
fident he would bring new in- 
structions from his government 
that would reflect the accord on 
Laos supposedly reached by Ken- 
nedy and Khrushchev in Vienna 
last weekend.

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk told Congress 


Wednesday that a new urgency 
has been attached to the admin- 
istration’s $4.8 billion foreign-aid 
request in view of what President 
John F. Kennedy learned in Vien- 
na from Premier Nikita S. Khru- 
shchev. 


In testimony before the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, the 
secretary warned that the Soviet 
Union was increasing its pres- 
sure on nations where people 
were demanding a better way of 
life. The question was whether 
their rising expectations would 
be satisfied in free cooperation 
with the West or under the yoke 
of Communist domination, he 
said. 

The secretary said the fact that 
Padong in Laos had fallen before 
a heavy Communist assault two 
days after the meeting between 
Kennedy and Khrushchev “‘is full 
of serious import for us.”

A sort of political dynasty ended in Atlanta. 


Wednesday. 


For some 22 years Mayor Hartsfield has presided 
as the city’s chief executive. His years of service more 
than double those of the man he defeated for the post 


in 1936—the late James L. 


Mayor Hartsfield is a national 
and international figure. Through 
his office. over the years have 
passed the great, the near-great, 
and even some famous animals. 

There have been few dull mo- 
ments in the mayor’s office when 
he is ‘‘in.”’ 

He numbers among his personal 
friends many of the leaders of 


American political life and many 


foreign dignitaries. 
A FRIEND OF MAYORS 


He is the personal friend of the 
top mayors of the country, but he 
has an advantage over them. He 
has been there a long time, while 
most of the others are compara- 
tive newcomers, 


He knew the value of news and 
good publicity, and he “staged”’ 
events when he thought they 
would ‘be beneficial. 


At one time he welcomed Bess, 
the famous MGM horse, to his 
office. He presented the horse a 
gold key to the city and then told 
newsmen “This is the first time 
I have had a whole horse in this 
office.”’ 


Hartsfield knew the late Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, and 
is personally acquainted with 
Presidents Truman, Eisenhower 
and Kennedy. President Roosevelt 
used to stop his train en route to 
Warm Springs in Atlanta so Harts- 
field could climb aboard to extend 


“Georgia hospitality.” 


Hartsfield also is acquainted 
personally with a host of inter- 
national figures.

President Kennedy’s report to the na- 
tion Tuesday night left little doubt that 
the United States must continue to live in

and freedom, this country will not shrink 
from its responsibilities as leader of the 
free world. 

Acknowledging the risks, he again 
warned the Soviet Union that the free 
world is determined to defend itself and 
to face any burdens that entails. He 
avoided undue pessimism but he did not 
dodge reality. We must improve our 
strength in every field, in foreign aid, on 
the military front, in the ideological 
struggle until such time as danger re- 
cedes. 

The official line from Moscow, mean- 
while, is that the Kennedy-Khrushchev 
talks marked a “good beginning” toward 
a solution of problems dividing the world. 
As in the past, Soviet words must be 
judged by deeds and if the past is any 
guage, the verdict already is in. | 

The West is all too familiar now with 
Moscow’s tactics of toughness, softness 
and inexorable drive to achieve world 
domination. A “good beginning” cannot be 
reconciled with the fact that fighting still 
goes on in Laos and the threat to Berlin 
remains the same. And the Russians still 
insist upon veto power over all interna- 
tional agreements, including the nuclear 
test ban and disarmament. 

Kennedy noted these things. Until the 
“good beginning” is translated into good 
deeds, building the strength of the West 
for defense of freedom is the only way.

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ATLANTA’S PERENNIA

| Come next January a new face 


will beam at visitors across the’ 


desk of the mayor’s office in City 
Hall, and the building probably 
will shiver and shake a little. 


William Berry Hartsfield has 
occupied that seat of honor (and 
sometimes a hot seat) as mayor 
longer than any man in Atlanta’s 
history and longer than any cur- 
'rent mayor of any major city in 
the United States. 


Friend of presidents, confidant 
of some politicians, enemy of 
others, Bill Hartsfield has guided 
the city of Atlanta from a rela- 
tively small town to a bustling 
metropolis since he took. office 
the first Monday in January in 
1957, succeeding James L. Key. 


(There was one small “recess.” 
Roy LeCraw defeated Bill Harts- 
field in 1940.- But LeCraw was 
called on ‘active duty with the 
Army during World War II, and 
Bill Hartsfield went back into of- 
fice after a special election in 
1942. 


Bill Hartsfield was born within 
five blocks of Five Points, and 
said Wednesday that he has never 
wanted to live anywhere other 
than Atlanta. He has had his 
chance at seeing other spots, too, 
with trips all over the country 
as president of the American Mu- 

icipal, Association and the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors. 


Bill Hartsfield was born in a 
house on the corner of Butler and 
Gilmer Street—‘‘in the shadow of 
Grady Hospital.” His father came 
from Oglethorpe County and 
worked for a steel foundry here. 


Bill Hartsfield had no silver 
spoon. He had to leave Boys High 
when he was in the ninth grade 
and make his own way. 


WROTE TO COLLEGES 

“But it doesn’t take ivy-covered 
walls to give a man an education,”’ 
he once told a reporter. “I de- 
cided I was going to get one 
anyway. I wrote to colleges for

Hartsfield’s friends and his en- 
emies constantly are astounded 
by his wealth of information on 
any subject he’s interested in. 


He has a tenacious mind, a 
quick wit and the courage to use 
both to back up his convictions. 
There are those who say that 
Bill Hartsfield is happlest when 
he is in a controversy, and in a 
city of a million there is a con- 
troversy most anywhere you want 
to look for one. 


Bill Hartsfield studied and 
learned shorthand and_ typing 
after he quit Boys High and 
worked for various concerns 
around Atlanta until he found the 
field he really wanted: law. 


STARTED IN LAW FIRM 


He started off as a legal secre- 
tary for the Atlanta law firm of 
Rosser, Slaton, Phillips and Hop- 
kins. He read law under John Sla- 
ton, Georgia governor and one of 
the ablest of lawyers. In 1917, he 
passed the state bar exam and in 
1921 he hung out his shingle and 
started practicing law. 

In 1922 — when he was 32 — he 
ran for and got elected to his first 
public office: city alderman. He 
served until 1928 and it was dur- 
ing this time that he helped pick 
out the site for Atlanta’s airport— 
the old ‘Candler race track near 
Hapeville. He has been vitally in- 
terested in aviation ever since. 


What makes a city grow? Bill 
Hartsfield believes it is adequate 
transportation, adequate water, 
adequate sanitation and honest 
city government—and he has been 
instrumental in getting all these 
for Atlanta. 


HAILS AIRPORT, FREEWAYS 


“Everybody knows about Bu- 
ford Dam and the other Chatta- 


hoochee developments that will | 
give us all the water we'll ever 
need, and they know about the ex- 
pressway and the new airport 
terminal, and our honest govern- 
ment,” Bill Hartsfield said 
Wednesday.

Gromyko agrees to withdraw the 
Soviet veto and allow the control 
commission to operate in Laos 
and unless there is an immediate 
and noticeable reduction in Com- 
minist military operations, the

The American viewpoint, as it 
was explained Wednesday night, 
was somewhat ambivalent. 


BELIEVED: STRONGER 


On the one hand, the moral 
effect of the fall of Padong on 
the Royal Lao forces was de- 
plored. But simultaneously mem- 
bers of the U.S. delegation ar- 
gued against the idea that while 
the powers wait in Geneva, the 
pro-Communist forces of the 
Pathet Lao and the neutralists of 
Prince Souvanna Phouma‘ are 
about to take over all of Laos. 


The position of the pro-Amer- 
icans, delegation sources con- 
tended, is a good deal stronger 
now than it was when the con- 
ference opened last month and 
is growing stronger. There has 
been, the source asserted, no 
general advance by the Pathet 
Lao that would enable it to over- 
run the country. 


The patience of the U.S. dele- 
gation, however, has been sorely 
tried by what Harriman de- 
scribed to Pushkin as the ‘“‘delib- 
erate attack’’ on Padong. Yet the 
Americans seem convinced there 
remains a good chance that this 
will be the final attack by the 
Communists, that a cease-fire 
will be observed and that the 
control commission will be given 
instructions to invéstigate and 
verify the armistice. 

BLOT-OUT MOVE? 

Kennedy told the American 
people Tuesday night that “both 
sides recognized the importance 
of an effective cease-fire’ and 
stressed the urgency of translat- 
ing this into ‘‘new attitudes’ at 
Geneva that would. enable the 
control commission to make sure 
that a ‘‘cease-fire is enforced and 
maintained.” | 


The last 24 hours, however, have 
seen the climax of an offensive 
by pro-Communist forces of the 
Pathet Lao plus some. troops from 
North Viet Nam. The objective 
was to “blot out’’ the Royal Lao- 
tian government’s position at Pa- 
dong, according to a U.S. delega- 
tion source. 


This was accomplished, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the 
U.S. delegation, after the posi- 
tion had been “subjected to an 
intensive artillery barrage which 
lasted through most of June 6 
and which was followed by a 
ground attack. The Royal Lao 
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government forces at Ban Padong 
withdrew early June 7 to previ- 
ously prepared positions.” 


|SEE NO POINT 


This attack was the reason the 
United States and the United 
Kingdom refused to continue the 
talks. According to a*high British 
source, there seemed to be “no 
point in continuing.” 


Both Harriman and Malcolm 
MacDonald, leader of the British 
group, have asked their govern- 
ments for further instructions. 


The U.S. statement pointed out 
that Royal Lao troops in Padong 
hfe been under “‘almost continu- | vinced 
ous” artillery and infantry at: | 
tacks since April 22. 


BY AGREEMENT 


“The United States government 
accepted the invitation to attend 
this international conference on 
the conditions agreed upon by the 
cochairmen that an_ effective 
cease-fire was a necessary pre- 
requisite,’’ the delegation’s state- 
ment said. ‘‘A number of other 
delegations accepted the cochair- 
men’s invitation to attend on the 
same basis.” 


The United States and other 
delegations, the statement noted, 
have been urging the cochairmen 
to send instructions that will en- 
able the control commission to 
carry out its agreed duties ‘‘so 
that this conference may proceed 
with the business for which it was 
called.”’

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South Georgia’s Methodists 


Adopt Dixie-Hit Amendment 


By LAURA LINK 


Constitution Religion Editer 
‘COLUMBUS — An amendment 


that has been the object of much 
controversy in Methodist confer- 
ences throughout the South 
passed the South Georgia Con- 
ference Wednesday by a vote of 
317 to 63. 


‘The amendment to the consti- 
tution of the Methodist church, 
which must be voted on by all 
conferences this year, has al- 
ready been defeated by five con- 
ferences in the Southeastern 
jurisdiction. 

The amendment would: 


i. Change the time of meeting 
of the jurisdictional conferences 
from after the General Confer- 
ence (the legislative body of the 
church) to the same time as or 
60 days prior to the meeting 
time of the General Conference. 


2. Eliminate the distinction be- 
tween jurisdictional and General 
Conference delegates. 


3. Change the size of the Gen- 
eral Conference from a maximum 
of 900 delegates to a maximum 
of 1,400 and a minimum of 900. 


The basie objection Southerners 
have to these amendments was 
summed up by Dr. Albert Trulock 
of Savannah Wednesday when he 
said: “Instead of preserving the 
jurisdictional system of _ the 


church, the amendment cits the 


jugular vein of the system and jus 


allows it to bleed to death and 
four years from now ‘when the 
General Conference meets again 
to vote) it will be a diseased ap- 
pendix and they will cut it out.” 


The jurisdictional system of the 
church is geographic except for 
the Central Jurisdiction, which is 
all Negro. The destruction of the 
jurisdictional system would mean 
that segregation now maintained 
in jurisdictions would be de- 
stroyed and the General Confer- 
ence would have centralized pow- 
er—including the assignment of 
bishops to areas of the country. 


At present, the jurisdictions se- 
lect their own bishops. 


The controversial amendment is 
the result of a study commission 
appointed by the General Con- 
ference of the church in 1956 to 
study the posibility of doing away 
with the juristictional system and 
revising the church’s system of 
government, At that time the 
Methodist church was faced by 
the threat of a split between 
Northern and Southern groups. 


Many Southerners feel that the 
jurisdictional system is the only 
way they can retain local control. 


Dr. Leonard Cochran of Macon, 
who introduced the amendment to 
the South Georgia Conference and 
spoke in its favor, said, ‘I think 
it is a progressive and safe 
movement for the South. It pro- 


vides freedom and protection for

Mr. Lucius Benjamin Appling has been plagued 
with assorted aches and pains since 1930 when he 
graduated from Oglethorpe to Atlanta to the Chicago 
Chisox. However, old Aches and Pains has never en- 
joyed any of his ‘multiple ailments more than the one 
with which he is currently besieged. 


After the long-distance operator interrupted Appling’s siesta in 
the Washington Shoreham Hotel Wednesday, he quickly informed 
us om Ben Jett arm is dl sore.

| re base coach for the first-place Cleve- 
land Indians, and never before has he 
waved so many runners home in such 
a brief span. 


Traffic was extremely heavy Tues- 
day night when the Tribe tommy- 
hawked Washington, 14-3, and raced 
past Detroit into the American League 
lead.

What put the rmdians on the war- 
path? 

“Well, (Jimmy? Dykes told this 
outfit in the spring that it was just as 
good as any team in the American 
League,” said Appling. “‘The players 
believed him. They've really been 
We've been getting fine pitching, and they’re 


playing good baseball. 
really hitting. I think the team average is .280.”’ 


Since Appling is a renowned authority on the art of hiéting, 
we suggested that perhaps he had given the Indians batting in- 
structions. 


“Just a few tips now and then,” Luke replied and chuckled. 
“This is a do-it-yourself game. You can tell them, but they have 
to do it. Besides, you don’t bother hitters when they’re hitting like 
Jim Piersall and John Romano.”

Piersall is hitting almost 100 points higher than Piersall hit 
last year and, at .370, he is currently hitting more than anyone 
else in the American League. 


What inspired the temperamental Piersall? 


“When Dykes took over the club last year—you know after the 
managerial trade with Detroit—he told Piersall that he wanted him 
in center field every day,’’ Luke explained. *‘He’d been thrown out 
of a lot of games for arguing with umpires and one thing and an- 
other. Well, Dykes stressed the fact to Piersall that he couldn’t 
possibly help himself or the team in the clubhouse. 


‘‘He likes Dykes, and he’s bearing down,” Appling con- 
tinued. ‘“‘He’s not only hitting, but he’s playing a great game in 
center field. 


“Piersall was saying after the game last night that if Ted 
Williams notices that .370 average, he'll stage a comeback.” 


Romano’s rampage is the-most startling factor about the aston- 
ishing Indians. The overfed catcher who hit .272 last year is just 
as hungry at home plate this year as he is in the dining room. 


Romano presently owns a .359 average and leads the rup- 
happy Tribe in RBI with 37. Could Appling explain such a vast 
change in the catcher’s baseball conduct? 


‘“He’s in shape for the first time,” Appling answered. ‘You 
know he’s always been overweight. So when we went to spring 
training, Dykes laid it on the line. He told Romano that he was 
going to get him in shape, or run him to death. He got him into 
shape. The other day Romano came to Dykes and said he’d run 
on his own next spring. 


“Tell you a fellow you don’t want to overlook on this club,”’ 
Appling said. “That’s Johnny Temple. He’s hitting way up there 
(.333), but he’s even more valuable in the field. He’s the sparkplug; 
he. holds that infield together. He’s a great man to have around.”

Though the Indians are leading the league in hitting, they are 
also leading the league in pitching. 


“You have to give the pitchers a lot of credit,” Appling said. 
‘‘We’ve had some great relief pitching-from Barry Latman, Frank 
Funk, Bob Allen and Bobby Locke. Mudcat Grant is 6-0, and he’s 

on cloud nine. . . . Jim Perry is having trouble—he’s lost four 
straight—but he’s coming around . . . and Johnny Antonelli looks 
like he’s ready to start winning. Wynn Hawkins has been fine, 
and Gary Bell’s arm is all right now.” 


“This is a pretty solid ball club,” Appling summed up. 
“And you have to give Dykes credit for getting the boys in the 
right frame of mind.” 


Is the club good enough to win the pennant? 
“I don’t know about that,” Appling answered. “It’s going 
to be a rough race. This New York club is real tough. Personally, 


I'm more worried about New York than Detroit. And you can’t 
overlook Baltimore.

ball park, Stengel appeared in front of the dugout 
and went through a rubber-legged pantomime of 
fielder about to get hit on the head by a fly ball. 


No respecter of a player’s feelings or his repu- 
tation, when it might cost him a victory, Stengel 
unhesitatingly benched the great Joe DiMaggio 
for the first time in that player’s :. in 1950.

This became noticeable to the baseball report- 
ers covering the Yankees and it was mentioned 
in a question and answer session with Stengel. 
“So what if he doesn’t talk to me? I'll get by and 
so will he. He’s getting paid to play ball and I’m 
getting paid to manage. If what I’m doing is 
wrong, my bosses will fire me. I’ve been fired 
lots of places before. DiMaggio doesn't get _ 
to talk to me and I don’t either.” 


Above all else Stengel's system demanded 
flexibility from his players. The more skills he 
had developed, the more positions he could play, 
the more valuable he was. The day of the iron- 
man ball player has disappeared as the game has 
refined and pressures increase. 


Even if a great star like Mantle or Berra 
could play every day, injuries to these players 
caused Stengel to juggle his lineup when they 
were absent. Casey explained it this way once, 
“Some say the caliber of the players has gone 
back, though why I wouldn’t know because we 
have better schooling in the minors today than 
ever before. Maybe the game has. up 
more than we've realized. Whatever the 
there it is.” 


However, there were some things, that e' 
would repeatedly bring up, which left his players 
baffled since they had no frame of reference for 
what he was suggesting. Thick-handled bats was 
one of these subjects, and Casey was constantly 
wondering out loud in the presence of the play- 
ers, ostensibly addressing his remarks to the ever- 
present swarm of reporters, why modern ball 
players were so addicted to bats weighing 31 to 
35 ounces with slender handles. 


Versatility in a player could cause Casey to 
soar into a verbal wild blue yonder as he ex- 
pounded on this trait. Elston Howard, a heavy 
hitter with great fielding flexibility, was the sub- 
ject of a typical Stengel flight. “Howard can 
catch, Howard can pinch hit, Howard can play 
left field and he can play right field. That makes 
four things he can do.’’ When reminded that play- 
ing right field or left, it’s still the outfield, and 
that only made three things, Casey countered by 
saying, “All right, let us put it this way: Howard 
can catch, he can pinch hit, he can play the out- 
field and—(giving a huge wink) he can sit on 
the bench. That’s four ain’t it?’’

Bench strength was, of course, vital when it 
came time for Casey to make a gear shift with 
his lineup. When the Yankees were hitting, he

prisingly early innings and in such profusion that 
it revolutionized the whole of baseball so broad 
were the implications in terms of the kinds of 
players and the skills needed. When in 1950 he got 
the Yankee management to buy old John Mize, a 
big powerful hitter with a perfect swing, who was 


‘playing out his string with the New York Giants, 


he had a wonderful tool with which he could op- 
erate his lineup theory. 


Usually having dictated the pattern of the 
game by his adroit solution for a starting lineup, 
Stengel would immediately seize upon the first 
opportunity to exploit the first time he got men 
in scoring position to break a game open with 
a pinch hitter like Mize. That moment could 
come at any time, and often did in early innings 
when the score was close. Up to the plate would 
step Mize and in place of a weak-hitting fielder, 
with the hope that a big hit then would put the 
game out of reach of the other team or possibly 
cause the “opposing manager to shift his own 
strategy so that he would be playing Stengel’s 
game instead of his own. 


Stengel’s own innovations have forced other 
managers to adopt his techniques. He still had 
the edge, the edge that came with his longer and 
harder years of learning the game. On memory 
alone, Stengel topped the other managers, in 
knowing which of his players and those on the 
other team hit certain pitchers best, which hit 
and poorly in another, and which 
do better in specific slots in the batting order,

.” It got to be an obsession with Stengel. 
A remark that reveals not only Stengel’s growth 
as a manager, but the richness of talents the 
Yankee management supplied him to manipulate. 


In fact it became such an obsession, that even 
in the evening after the Yankees had won the 1956 
World Series, it was noticed that Stengel was not 
among the celebrants at the post-game cham- 
pagne party. He was located in his room and 
asked why he wasn’t kicking up his heels with 
the rest of the team. ‘‘I’m just sitting here in my 
room, figuring out a few moves that maybe might 
help us next year,’’ he said.

Little has ever been said or 
written on the art of prevarica- 
tion. The Hitlerian theory was 
that the bigger the lie the greater 
its chance of being accepted as 
the truth but, in our own circles 
this is not an accepted principle. 
It seems to me that a blatant 
falsehood is less apt to deceive 
than a bold statement of the 
truth. To illustrate the point there 
is submitted today’s hand from a 
recent tournament. 


Against the three no-trump con- 
tract, West led the four of spades, 
North played the six, East the 
seven and South, the gay young 
blade, won the trick with the ace. 
His purpose was to give the false 
impression that he held only one 
more stopper in the suit. Should 
he lose the lead he naturally wel- 
comed a continuation of spades 
inasmuch as the club shift was 
more to be feared. But South 
failed to realize that the play of 
the ace was such a patent false- 
hood that it’ hadn’t the slightest 
chance to deceive. It was vaguely 
reminiscent of the hill-billy who, 
chancing upon a graveyard in- 
scription reading, “‘Here I lie, not 
dead, but asleep,”’ calmly ob- 
served, ‘“‘He ain't foolin’ nobody 
but hisself.” 


East won the diamond finesse 
and realized that declarer simply 
had to have some other card with 
which he could beat the seven of 
spades, otherwise West would 
originally have held Q-J-9 and 
others from which the correct 
lead would of- course have been 
the queen. East, therefore, de- 
cided to shift to a club, which 
held declarer to nine tricks. 


Had declarer properly won the 
opening lead with the queen it 
would have created a reasonable 
doubt in East’s mind as to the 
proper continuation after winning 
the king of diamonds. The open- 
ing lead might then have been 
made from A-J-9-4-3, in which 
case it would behoove him to re- 
turn a spade and establish part- 
ner’s suit in a hurry. With a 
spade return declarer would have 
time to try the heart finesse, and 
the scoring of 11 tricks would be 
assured. In tournament play the 
difference between nine and 11 
tricks is quite decisive.

Bake in pre- 
heated moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.) until hot, about 15 to 20 min- 
utes. Meanwhile for Cheese Sauce, 
mix evaporated milk and thyme in 
a medium size saucepan. Heat just 
to boiling point, but do not boil. 
Stir in cheese and continue cooking 
and stirring over low heat until 
sauce is smooth.

CORN LIGHT BREAD 


1 at. corn meal 1 cup flour (all purpose) 
1 qt. fresh buttermilk ly cup sugar 
2 egos 1 tsp. salt 


2 level tsps. soda 


Mix well, cover lightly with corn meal, place in warm temper- 
ature and let rise 3 or 4 hours. When it rises, pour into hot, well- 
greased pan and bake in moderate oven. of 325 degrees and bake 
for 1 hour or until done. :

HERE IS A RECIPE FOR Corn Light Bread which was printed 
in a 1920 magazine. A usable recipe could be worked out from this. 


In making this bread, it is important that the mixture be 
fermented. This is necessary because yeast isn't used. The batter 
will ferment in about 5 or 6 hours. 


CORN LIGHT BREAD 


Make a batter of 1 pint cornmeal and cold water. Stir in 1 pint 
boiling water and cook to a thick mush. Add 1 teaspoon salt and 
stir constantly. When thick remove from heat and stir in cold 
water until cool enough to hold your hand in it. Have nearly 
1 gallon of cornmeal sifted. With one hand sprinkle the meal in 
the batter and with the other hand work the dough all the time 
to prevent lumping. Add 1 teaspoon of salt and 1 handful of flour. 


| 
Bacon Tops Beans 


Vary a green bean dish by 
adding crisp bacon and minced 
onion. Dice bacon and brown 
slowly in frying-pan. Remove 
bacon. Pour off all but 2 ta- 
blespoons of drippings. Lightly 
brown onion in drippings. Mix 
together bacon, onion and green 
beans just before serving. 


Work batter to stage of egg bread, then level the top and sift dry 
meal over it~—%-inch thick. Make batter in a dinner kettle or big 
pan, cover with a lid and leave in a corner by the fire overnight. 
Do not let it get too warm. In the morning, if the proper tempera- 
ture has been kept during the night, the batter will be light and 
bubbly. Then add one cup sugar or molasses, 1 cup buttermilk 
and 1 teaspoon soda stirred through the batter. Add 2 teaspoons 
salt, another handful flour and enough sifted meal to make batter 
again the consistency of egg bread batter. Bake in an oven in a 
closed roasting pan. Have pans hot and greased. Do not bake too 
fast. Bake at 300 degrees for 1% hours. 


This recipe makes from 8 to 10 pounds of the most delicious 
corn light bread. 


Salt-Rising Bread is along the same line as Corn Light Bread. 
It is moist and crumbly but not as light as yeast bread. 


SALT-RISING BREAD 


1 cup milk, scalded 3 tbsps. shortening, melted 
% cup corn meal 1% tsps. salt 

2 tbsps. sugar § cups flour 

1 cup lukewarm water 


Scald corn meal, sugar and % teaspoon salt with milk. Let 
stand in a warm place overnight or until fermented. Into this 
goes the shortening, remaining teaspoon of salt, lukewarm water 
and two cups flour. Let rise until very light in a warm place. 
Then gradually stir in remaining flour and knead until smooth 
and elastic. Shape into a loaf and place in a greased pan. Let 
rise in a warm place until 2% times its size. Cover the pan, Bake 
in a moderate oven of 375 degrees F. for 10 minutes then lower 
heat and bake at 325 until loaf is done.
